Tammany Hall, from a political view- 
point, was the hardest hit of all by the 
news.

Justice Issues an Order of Prohibi- 
tion on Impeachment Court. 


TROY, Sept. 11.—Attorneys James 
[Farrel and Frederick E. Draper of this 
| city, acting for Samuel A. Fowler of 
| Rensselaer in a taxpayer's action, made 
|another move this evening to prevent 
the impeachment trial of Gov. Sulzer. 
| They appeared before Justice Rudd at

Power to Impeach Is Judicial. 

The subject of impeachment, says Jus- 
tice Hasbrouck, like the power of a 
j legislative body to punish for contempt, 
{has a different character from a sub- 
ject requiring the action of both 
| branches of the Legislature and the 
; Governor in order that laws may be en- 
acted. He goes on: 





The power conferred upon the Assembly 
to impeach the Governor a judicial 
power. The power of impeachment, there- 
fore, cannot be participated in by the Gov- 
ernor or Senate, and therefore does not con- 
“stitute a legislative subject. 

Having no powr in the premises, an Act- 
ing Governor could not call the Assemb!y 
inte session for the purpose of impeaching 
an absent Governor, Neither is the As- 
sémbly shorn of its power by the sum- 
mons of the Legislature in extraordinary 
session.. The whole désign of constitutional 
government Would fail. of protection ef 
popular rights and reiief from oppression 
and wrong aainst those in exalted places 
if there were no independence or power in 
the Assembly to’ make impeachments. 

The measure of power of our rulers in 
the Assembly as respects the Governor Is 
that it may impeach him. What time dur- 
ing its Yearly office, the Constitution does 
not specify. The Asseinbly is the Assem- 
bly, whether in regular extraordinary 
session, or whether self convened. It ts 
the sole impeaching functionary, and in its 
exercise of power it is beyond the let or 
hindrance of the Executive or the courts. 
It is the exclusive and final judge of the 


occasion or time it shall select to im- 


peach, and of the acts of the Governor it 
may specify as grounds for impeachment, 
This great power is political. History Is 
replete with fillustrations of its use and 
abuse. 

It is reserved for the State for its pres- 
ervation and the destruction of its enemies 
and is beyond the control of every court, 
except the court empowered to try the im- 
peached and find his guilt or innocence. 
This decision, Justice Hasbrouck finds, 

is not at variance with the Court of Ap-

Taking up the assertion that, even! 
if properly 
not fall upon the Governor, Justice Has- 
brouck discusses the contention that the 


law still presumes the innocence of the 


impeached. He remarks: 
There is a wide difference between the 
State and national Constitution on the re- 
, ,ault of the impeachment of the Governor or 
President. The President by impeachment 
is not suspended in or custed of his func- 
tions, and therefore the rule of the pre- 
sumption of Innocence remains undisturbed. 


Under our Constitution, if our Interpreta- 


tion of it be correct, this fundamental rule 
in the criminal law is invaded. For the 
Constitution provides, Article IV., Section 6: 

‘*In the case of the Impeachment of the 
Governor or his removal from office by 
death, inability to discharge the powers 
and duties of said office, resignation or 
absence from the State, the powers and 
duties of the office shall devolve upon the 
Lieutenant Governor for the residue of the 
term or until the disability shall cease,’’ 
The Justice continues: 

The presumption of innocence may still 
be claimed by the accused, but he is quite 
as effectively shorn of his power by this 
provision, which needs no interpretation

New Mayor Retains Gaynor's 
Cabinet and Expects to Ad- 
here to His Policies. 


HOPES TO DO WHAT IS RIGHT 


Board of Aldermen to Elect His 
Successor in That Body and 
a Vice Chairman. 


Mayor Kline’s Proclamation. 


I am inexpressibly shocked at 
the news of Mayor Gaynor’s 
death. It comes to me as a 
stunning blow, and I know I 
speak for the people of the en- 
tire city when I say that in the 
death of Mayor Gaynor the City 
of New York has sustained a 
loss that it will be hard to re- 
pair. 

For twenty-five years Mayor 
Gaynor has given his services 
unstintedly to the people of his 
city, and the result of his work 
will be manifest for many years 
tocome. He was a profound stu- 
dent of the problems of munici- 
pal government, and it was the 
dearest ambition of his life to 
reform and improve the condi- 
tions as he found them in our 
city government. Time alone 
will show the value of his labor 
in this direction. 

I feel Mayor Gaynor’s death 
as a personal loss. I knew the 
Mayor for .twenty-five years. 
My first acquaintance with him 
began in Brooklyn, while he was 
practicing law, and I had an 
admiration for him that I had 
for few men. I knew and re- 
spected him, and he knew and 
respected me. My association 
with him in the city govern- 
ment was always of the pleas- 
antest and most agreeable na- 
ture. When I said good-by to 
him on Wednesday of last week 
I little dreamed that I would 
never see him again. 

I have ordered the flags on 
the City Hall and on all 
municipal buildings placed at 
half mast, and later I will ap- 
point a committee of citizens to 
take, proper action regarding 
the Mayor’s death and to ar- 
range for a public funeral, if 
that meets with the approval of 
Mrs. Gaynor. 


Col. Ardolph L. Kline, Presidente of 
the Board of Aldermen, was sworn in 
Bhortly after 5 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon as Mayor of the City of New 
York in Part I., Special Term, of the 
Supreme Court, by Justice John J. De- 
lany. It was not absolutely necessary 
thet he should go through this formal- 
ity, ag he became Mayor automatically 
by the death of Mayor Gaynor, but, 
after consultation with Corporation 
Counsel Watson, he decided that it 
would be wiser to have the ceremony 
performed. 

No announcement made that he 
Was about to take the oath, so there 
Was no crowd in court to see him do it. 
Justice Delany was the bench try- 
ing an ordinary When the new 
Mayor, accompanied by Corporation 
Counsel Watson and Robert Adamson, 
the Mayor's secretary, entered the court 
room. Mr. Watson addressed the 
Court, saying:

Retain Gaynor’s Cabinet. 

Previous to his visit to Justice De- 
laney, Col. Kline received the news- 
paper reporters in the Mayor’s office. 
He spoke with much feeling of the cir- 
cumstance which had made him Mayor. 
The reporters were formally introduced 
to him by Mr. Adamson, and the Mayor 
said: 

“TI realize that you would not be call- 
ing upon me were it not for the terrible 
calamity which has befallen the city 
in the death of Mayor Gaynor. I hope 
that I may rely on the support of all 
of you provided that I do right.” 

The Mayor was asked if he had 
thought out any plan for his adminis- 
tration, and he replied; 

‘*No plan has been thought.of as vet, 
except the general plan of conducting 
this office for the benefit of all the citi- 
zens. I hope to do that which is right 
and to satisfy the majority of the 
people.”’ 

‘*“Do you contemplate any change in 
the policy of the administration? ”’ 

“No change is now contemplated,”’ 
the Mayor said. ‘‘I shall carry out the 
policy of Mayor Gaynor insofar as it is 
possible for me to do so and to know 
what it would have been.” 

It was then suggested that on an oc- 
casion such as this it was customary 
for the heads of the city departments 
who hold office by appointment of the 
Mayor to resign formally, so as to leave 
the incoming executive at liberty to ap- 
point his own men without the unpleas- 
antness of dismissals. 

Mayor Kline replied that he had not 
considered such a thing as likely to 
happen, and that he did not know if

such a step would be taken. He was in- 
formed that at the time of the death 
of President McKinley the appointive 
heads of the national departments ten- 
dered their resignations to President 
Roosevelt and that he ‘refused to ac- 
cept them. 

_ Mayor Kline intimated 
It was proper or not for these formal 
resignations to be offered to him he 
had no intention at the present time of 
making any changes in the personnel 
of the city departments.

The Scope of his letters was wide and varied, from simplified spelling, cab- 


bages, and comments on rat eatching to

isms on government, His keen word lashings for the most part were bestowed 
upon so-called reformers and writers and proprietors of “the rag-bag press.” 
In all his utterances Mayor Gaynor had a keen sense of the values of his 
epigrams and phrases, so much so that he would treasure happy ones and 


use them again and again. 


Here are some of the epigrams and pointed passages of the Mayor's letters 


and speeches: 
To a learned rat catcher: 


Sooner than have the city overrun with 
Tats and everything eaten up by them, I 
would have you relieved of jury duty. Do 
you think we had better have a bill intro- 
duced in the Legislature to exempt rat- 
catchers from jury service? The difficulty 
is, however, that so many exemptions have 
already been passed by the Logisiature 
that there seems to be only the ratcatchers 


and a few other people left to serve on 
juries. 


Concerning a big policeman: 

Hie is too big for the detective force;. he 
could not go anywhere without being seen. 
Is there no way to get a few little men, 
even hunchbacks and ‘‘ singed cats,'’ on the 
police force, so that we can make detec- 
tives of them? We are more-in need of 
little fellows who can go through keyholes 
and knotholes, and if they have eyes in the 
baqk of their heads also, all the better, 


Sofhe of his retorts to critics: 

This is a government of laws as distin- 
guished from a government of men. 

None of us has a future, but only a pres- 
ent. And if I thought I had a future I 
should be content to intrust it to the peo- 
ple of the City of New York. 

I never knew a dividend to be got out of 
false statements yet. I suppose, very nat- 
urally, that the other statements of fact in 
your published statement are equally false. 
Suppose you pray every morning for a 
while for God to direct you to tell the 
truth, and see what fruits it will bear. 

I am glad to perceive that I have al- 
ready so far cured you of your propensity 
to make false statements that you drop 
your forged quotation and use the correct 
quotation, ‘‘ While the lamp holds out to 
burn, the vilest sinner may return,” 


To a Socialist orator who had chal- 
lenged him to debate Socialism:

Have you 
trimmed it in some peculiar way, contrary 
to the Scriptures? For you know the Scrip- 
tures say: ‘‘ Ye shall not round the corners 
of your heads, neither shalt thou mar tha 
corners of thy beard."’ Are you certain 
that it is your beard which is the vause 
of the trouble? 


On Noise and Complaints. 


A whole lot of people have been holler- 
ing at me of late, but they do not disturb 
me, and much less does the hollering of 
the little newsboys disturb me. The fact 
I could sit down and think and work 
in a doiler shop. That {is one of the quali- 


fications which should be prescribed for a 
Mayor of the City of New York,

Into Prominence. 


One of Plutarch’s men is dead. Most 
of New York did not understand him 
and some of his quaintest sayings fell 
on ears that did not recognize what they 
were hearing. He was full of affecta- 
tions, but they were affectations which 
expressed his character. When he 
said, “‘So this Tammany Hall,” a 
shout of laughter went up all over the 
city. When he said, “I stand on my 
head in this campaign,’ there was an- 
other roar. 

But to one who knew Mayor Gaynor, 
Such expressions simply were the out- 
come of his character. He was wound- 
ed by the laughter and did not under- 
stand it, but toward the end of his life 
the public got to know him better and 
to recognize and understand the Lincoln- 
like nature of these unconventional out- 
Sivings. 

Mayor Gaynor provably was as bitter- 
ly hated as any man who ever occupied 
& Post in public life. Alll over the city 
there were men who denounced him as a 
surly brute because of his rough way of 
handling them. The real truth was that 
Mayor Gaynor could not abide a fool. 

The present writer had one little ex- 
perience with the Mayor just after he 


was elected which sheds a whole lot of | 


light on his methods and motives. 
Was sent to spend the day with the 
Mayor-elect at his farm in St. James 
and write a page feature for the Sun- 
day magazine of THe TIMES about him. 
When he got out there the Mayor-elect 
came into the room with his hands in 
his pockets, askea the purpose of the 
visit, and then said abruptly, “I see no 
reason why I should let you stay here.” 
The reporter advanced an argument or 
two, but Mayor Gaynor, still standing 
and in the surliest manner in the world, 
replied, ‘‘ No, I can’t see any reason for 
Riving you the interview.”

Feared Being Misquoted. 


It seemed to be an impasse. The re- 
porter rose to go. As he did so the 
Mayor, still standing and still frosty in 
his manner, said, ‘‘ By the way, what 
is your opinion of such-and-such a 
problem?’ The reporter, on his way to 
the door, answered the question, and 
then turned the doorknob; but as he 
did, the Mayor again asked him what he 
thought of another problem. After this 
had happened two or three times, Mayor 
Gaynor said: ‘‘ I am just going over to 
the pig pen now, and if you want to see 
some prize hogs, you might come along.”’ 

The upshot was that the reporter spent 
the whole day with Mayor Gaynor with- 
out getting the slightest clue to his 
strained reception until just as he was 
about to go. In the meantime Mayor 
Gaynor had discussed his entire policy 
as Mayor and had gone over about 
every field of human experience in the 
conversation. At last the talk turned on 
newspaper work, and Mayor Gaynor 
said: “The curse of the newspaper 
business is the general work system. 
A reporter goes out to cover a fire at 
11 o'clock, a murder at 1 o'clock, he in- 
terviews at 2 o’clock some eminent 
clergyman who has just landed from 
England, and at 3 o’clock he goes to 
question Judge of the Appellate Di- 
vision on some intricate point of law. 
Tt is impossible for him, no matter 
how honest and fair he may be, to get 
acquainted with all the facts, and con- 
sequently he is bound to misquote the 
people he interviews. 

‘**I have to protect myself against 
misquotation, and therefore, if I see a 
reporter that I have never met before, I 
try him out with a few questions to see 
if he understands the subject. If he 
doesn’t, I simply close the interview. If 
he does, I let it go on.”’ 

Tue TIMES reporter began to see a 
great light on the nature of his recep- 
»tion. As he rose to go the Mayor said: 
‘““ By the way, who wrote that character 
sketch of me which appeared in THE 
TIMES just after my nomination? ’’ The 
reporter tried to frame a diplomatic 
evasion. ‘* You wrote it,’’ said Mayor 
Gaynor.

He was almost a crank on 
the subject of the legal aspects of the 
trial of Jesus Christ, had made a study 
of it, and would a good deal rather talk 
about that than about current politics, 
his own administration, or Tammany 
Hall. His love for such books as Don 

uixote was one of the most genuine 
things about him.

No Patience with Fools. 

He was hot-tempered and 
and had no patience whatever 
stupid men. Consequently, many of his 


employes left their jobs, telling hard 
tales of Mayor Gaynor’s brutality, but 
no man could be quicker than he to 
recognize really good and sensible work, 
such, for instance, as was done by h'‘s 
Secretary, Robert Adamson. Nobody 
ever heard Mr. Adamson complain that 
Mayor Gaynor was harsh or incon- 
siderate. 

When he wrote about Little Dog Spot 
to Aunt Mary there was another shout 
of laughter, but that was just as char- 
acteristic of him as his talk about 
Epictetus. He was a farm boy and 
never lost his lowe for farm life. He 
was born and brought up on a farm 
near Oriskany, in Oneida County, and 
as a boy he did chores and got a little 
education in the district school. He 
came to Brooklyn at the age of twenty- 
four in 1875, worked as a reporter, prac- 
ticed law, and before long had a repu- 
tation as a fighter at the Bar; but he 
never lost his love for the farm, and the 
keenest joy of his later life at St. James 
Was to go out and watch the cows, pigs 
and poultry. 

When he stood out on the steps of 
the City Hall, waved his shovel and ac- 
cepted the nomination for Mayor with 
the implied threat that he was going 
to dig some political graves with that 
shovel before the campaign was’ over, 
he was not acting. It was Gaynor all 
over. There was always about him a 
devil-may-care element, which even 
while he was a Justice of the Supreme 
Court made him seem human and not

a stupid subordinate who had tried 
patience beyond endurance, and it 
did not take place in open court, but 
that was Judge Gaynor, and you had 
to take him as you found him. 


His Stand for Bryan. 


One of the bravest acts that 
in his position possiby could have per- 
formed was when he presided 
William J. Bryan's meeting in 
lyn in 1896. The passions of that day 
have so far died down that it is diffi- 
cult to remember how strong they were. 
But private citizens holding no public 
office were ostracized by their friends 
for admitting that they were going 
to vote the free silver ticket. The 
Democratic candidate for Governor, 
John Boyd Thacher, had expressly re- 
pudiated the platform and the Presl- 
dential candidate. All the Democrats 
of standing had either gone over_ to 
McKinley or were supporting the Pal- 
mer and Buckner ticket. The residue 
left tc Bryan consisted of the irreduci- 
ble minimum of Democratic voters, 
most of them of the horny-handed ~va- 
riety. The real courage which it took 
|\for a man of standing to even admit 
that he was going to vote for Bryan 
is a thing hard to understand to-day. 
And at that moment a Justice of the 
Supreme Court had the majznificent

| Bryan to a hostile audience. It was 
| probably the bravest act of Mr. Gay- 
| nor’s life. 

But it was characteristic of Mr. Gay- 
nor, the scrapper, the man who defied 
and flaunted public opinion and who 
never turned his back on a foe in his 
life. Tt was the same Gaynor who 
fought the ring in Flatbush and walked 
|down the middle of the street at night, 
iso that nobody with a gun on the side- 
walk could get a shot at him without 
his knowing it. It was the same Gay- 
nor who fought and downed the all-pow- 
erful McLaughlin machine in Brook- 
lyn, put down the McKane rebellion, 
and put stripes on the yncrowned King 
of Gravesend. 

Mr. Gaynor began fighting the ma- 
chines as soon as he got to the town of 
Flatbush, which in those days was not 
a part of Brooklyn, but one of the little 
country towns run by machines that did 
not stop at election frauds, but were | 
perfectly capable of murder.

The ring bought up private water 
company, paid $200,000 for it, contract- 
ed with the city administration—which 
was McLaughlin's private property—and 
the deal cost Brooklyn $1,500,000. | It 
was in the days of Henry Ward Beech- 
er and Gen. Slocum, but not a soul in 
Brooklyn had the public spirit to pro- 
test against the outrage. i 

Mr. Gaynor was the counsel for Will- 
iam Ziegler, a rich man with a perfect 
willingness to let him go as far as he 
liked In Ziegler’s name. Using Mr. Zieg- 
ler’s name, Mr. Gaynor brought a tax- 
payer's suit to prevent the carrying out 


of the contract. | 
It took him a year, and at first every- j 


| body laughed at him. The _ upshot, | 
however, was that Mr. Gaynor won the | 
suit, and after that he started other 
proceedings against the ring, compell-

Forced Issue with McKane. 


Nominally McKane was a Democrat, 
but he really had no more politics than 


Capt. Kidd. In this campaign McLaugh- 
lin relied upon him, and McKane was 
there with the goods. 


Mr. Gaynor gave orders that the poll | 


lists in Gravesend should be inspected. 
McKane concealed them, Justice Bar- 
nard of the Supreme Court granted an 
protecting whatever watch- 
ers Mr. Gaynor might send to Graves- 
end. The watchers went down there, 
among them several clergymen, and with 
Col. Alexander S. Bacon at their head. 


When they got off the train McKane’s |} 


heelers were waiting for them. Col. 
Bacon showed the injunction. McKane 
laughed and tore it up, saying, ‘‘ Injune- 
tions don’t go here.’’ Then he gave the 
signal and his gang set upon the Gaynor 
watchers and slugged them, Two or 
three ministers of the gospel had to run 
for their lives. 

The Governor of the State was in full 
Sympathy with McLaughlin and Mc- 
Kane, but the uproar aroused by what 
was called ‘© McKane’s rebellion ’’ 
against the Supreme Court was too much 
for him. Gov. Flower tried for a while 
to leave the disposition of the case in 
the hands of the constituted authorities 
of Kings County, of whom the chief was 
District Attorney James W. Ridgway, 
but public opinion was too strong for 
him, and he appointed Benjamin 
Tracy and Edward F. Shepard as special 
representatives of the Attorney General 
to conduct the case. The result was that 
the uncrowned king of Gravesend 
Gaynor furnishing the evidence and di- 
recting the prosecution.

There is no 
doubt about the meaning of the word im- 
peachment. It is a method of procedure in 
a criminal case against a high official. 


No Right to Grant Pardon. 


Entertaining these views, the conclusion

Another point is disposed of in this 
matter:

ROBIN WILL APPEAL. 


Case Cannot Reach Court of Appeals 
Before Impeachment Trial. 


Benjamin F. Tracy, who made the 
principal argument for Robin at the 


hearing before Justice Hasbrouck last 
Monday, said, after a conference with 


Charles Morse Whitney, Robin's attor- 


ney, that the decision would be appealed. | 


“In what manner the appeal will be 


brought and on what grounds cannot be | 


determined until after we have had an 
opportunity to examine a certified copy 
of Justice Hasbrouck’s decision. I may 
have something fufther to say on this 
subject to-morrow.” 

Mr. Whitney said last night: 

‘‘We are very much surprised at the 
decision of Mr. Justice Hasbrouck. The 
right of the Assembly to prefer an im- 
peeeenent at a speciai session of the 
uegislature is so important a question 
that it should be promptly settled by 
the court of last resort in the public 
interest. If, as claimed on the argu- 
ment, seventy-six members of the As- 
sembly can get together at_ their 
pleasure without notice and prefer an 
impeachment, which will ipso facto de- 
pose the Governor, there is grave peril 
in the situation which has not hitherto 
been made apparent. It is not asserted 
that there is any express authority for 
this claim in the Constitution. It 
based wholly on what is called inferen- 
tial or argumentative interpretation; 
that is, by reading into the Constitution 
words which are not a part of it. We 
do not believe such a construction, in- 
volving so serious a danger, will be sus- 
tained when fully considered on appeal. 

‘““There is some ambiguity in the lan- 
guage of the two sections of the Con- 
stitution which affect the right of the 
Governor to continue the exercise of 
his office pending his trial. Good law- 


yers might differ as to the meaning of | 


the two sections when read together, 
and an appeal to the court of last re- 
sort on this point was indicated when 
the writ was issued. An appeal from 
the decision of Justice Hasbrouck will 
be prepared and served immediately.”

ATTORNEY ACCUSES LANDIS |

CHICAGO, Sépt. 11.—Charges of crim-| 
poe conspiracy were filed in the United 
States District Court to-day against 
| Federal Judge K. M. Landis, Assistant 
| District Attorneys Elwood G. Godman, | 
and ‘Harry A. Parkin and Mr. and Mrs. 

L. C. Silver. The charges were made' 
tin Judge Landis’s court by Hyman Ep- | 
| stein, attorney, and were based on af- | 
fidavits of Max Gerber, a convict at 
| Fort Leavenworth, made when Epstein 
was serving a fifteen-month sentence 
for perjury committed before Judge 
Landis. 

Epstein introduced an affidavit when 
pleading for a return of his right as 
attorney to practice in the United States 
Court. He charged that he had been 
sent to prison on the strength of a con- 
spiracy by Judge Landis, the two Gov- 
ernment Attorneys and Mr. and Mrs 
Silver. a 

The lawyer represented the Silvers in 
a bankruptcy proceeding. Silver con- 
fessed to perjury, and gave testimony 
which resulted in his and Epstein’s | 
sentence to the Federal penitentiary. 

Gerber, who was a cellmate of Silver, | 
stated in his affidavit that Silver told 
him his testimony which sent Epstein 
to prison was false. Epstein revealed 
the fact that as a convict clerk in the 
mail department of the prison he had 
read all of Silver’s letters to and from 
his wife. He aroused Judge Wandis’s 
wrath when he read from a notebook 
quotations from a letter from Mrs. Sil- 
ver.

Colebrook Chief Swears in 20 
Deputies When Armed Lum- 
berjacks Invade Town. 


ALL ARE FUGITIVE’S FRIENDS 


Hearing On To-day and Fight for 
Extradition on Conspiracy 
Charge Will Begin.

COLEBROOK, N. H., Sept. 11.—Twen- 
ty special deputies were sworn in late 
to-day by Chief of Police Charles Kelly 
following persistent reports that a plot 
had been hatched to kidnap Harry 
Thaw and carry him off in an auto- 
mobile. This precaution was taken 
after Kelly and Sheriff Holman Drew 
noticed a score or more of lumberjacks 
from over the Canadian border congre- 
gated about the Colebrok Bank build- 
ing this afternoon while Thaw was 
| there in consultation with his attorneys. 
Kelly also called the attention of the 
Sheriff to two automobiles which were 
slowly driven up and down the main 
| Street. 

An investigation failed to reveal the 
identity of the owners of the machines. 
‘i have increased my guard and am 
ready for anything now,’ said Chief | 
Kelly. To emphasize his remark he 
| fingered the revolver which was ready 
‘in the side pocket of his coat. The

Refuge in Lumber Camps.

The question of depreciation developed 
the fact that in computing depreciation 
there is a difference in the methods of 
the New Haven Company and the Pub- 
lic Service Commission.

| Eskimo Stabbed Explorer, Whose 
| Companion Had Started Trouble, 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Sept. 11.—In mes- 
sages from the Far North of Canada 
sent by the head of the Royal North- 
west Mounted Police post at Fort 
Churchill, on Hudson Bay, to Supt. For- 
tesque at Ottawa are contained details 
(of the murder of H. V. Radford, the 
; American explorer, and his Canadian 
j assistant, George Street of Ottawa. 

F. J. A. Demers, Supertintendent of 
| Police at Churchill, reports that Kah- 
muk, an Eskimo living at the head of 
Shultz Lake, told W. G. Edgerton, Po- 
lice Sergeant, that Radford and Street 
were killed in the Winter of 1911-12 near 
Bathurst Inlet. 

Sertg. Edgerton writes: 

“Mr. Radford and his partner left 


Kahmuk's camp of Shultz Lake on 
March 27, 1912, with eight Eskimos and 
| twenty-two dogs, with the intention of 
traveling toward Bathurst Inlet, from 
there with fresh guides to Fort Mac- 
Pherson and thence on to Dawsen City. 

“ Aku-Lak, the Eskimo guide to Bath- 
urst Inlet, gave the following informa- 
tion to Kahmuk on his arrival at 
| Shultz Lake: 

‘All preparations had been made, and 
the party was about to go; in fact, the 
guide had started, when the dog driver 
refused to go. Street took the dog whip 
| and started to whip him, It is supposed 
| that Radford went to stop him, but the 

native overpowered Radford and killed 
j him by driving a spear through his back. 
| Street started to run toward the sled, 
{evidently to get his rifle, when he was 
j Killed in the same way and also had his 
| throat cut. 

ae The names of the men who actually 
killed Radford and Street are Multar 
and Amoqlu-Arm-Ik. These men hunt 
| musk oxen, but never trade at the dif- 
ferent posts. The only way information 
can be gathered is through the differ- 
ent Eskimo traders.” 

Seret. Edgerton discusses the task of 

bringing to justice the murderers of 

Radford and Street. After some notes 


on the routes and guides available, he 
| Suys: 


‘“‘Iit will be necessary to send a spe- | 


;Cial patrol, strong enough to make all

WOMEN AND STAGE INDECENCY. 
A familiar argument against the tol- 


eration of indecent plays, one repeated 


over and over again in the protests 


against the continuance of ‘“ The 
Fight ’’ and ‘‘ The Lure” from readers 
of this and other newspapers, is that 
the popular theatre should always be a 


place where a man might safely take 


“his mother and sister,” wife, daugh- 
ter, and sweetheart being implied. Yet 
the women are the chief supporters of 
the contemporary drama in nearly ail 
its forms, and especially of the kind of 
plays lately most severely denounced.

SAFE ELEVATOR SHAFTS 


May Be Prevented from Spreading 
Fire by Proper Construction. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Recent communications giving advices 
upon several phases fire prevention 
seem to be an indication of a healthy 
public interest. The contribution § in 
THE Times concerning elevator shafts 
by J. Inman Emery is valuable in 
calling attention to a serious fire haz- 
ard. The wisdom of the remedy pro- 
posed may be open to criticism, however. 
No solution that ignores the cause of an 
undesirable condition can hope to be 
effective. 

Traps for elevator shafts, both manu- 
ally operative and automatic, have been 
in use for many years. These are simi- 
lar to what Mr. Emery is pleased to 
call ‘‘shutters.’’ The modern elevator 
shaft is rarely equipped with these de- 
but relies upon a more or iess 
substantial inclosure, fitted generally 
with metal or metal-covered doors. 
The failure of elevator shafts to hold 
fire is proportioned directly to their 
fire-resistive qualities. That they com- 
municate fire throughout the various 
floors of a building is chargeable only 
to shafts of defective construction or 
arrangernent.

An Expensive Change That Would 
Not Insure Safety. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The letter from Mr. Walter M. Wechs- 
ler suggesting special buffer cars de- 
serves a courteous answer. Mr. Wechs- 
ler begins well by frankly admitting 
his lack of technical knowledge. In 
view of this, I will try to explain why 
his scheme would not solve the wreck 
problem. 

First of all, the facilities for handling 
baggage and express matter at many of 
the terminals and stations in this coun- 
try have been arragned in accordance 
with the time-honored custom of making 
up trains. To alter these with a view 
to providing for baggage cars at the 
rear end of trains would involve con- 
siderable expense. 

Secondly, Mr. Wechsler’s plan would 
interfere with a popular feature of 
through trains of. the better class, 
namely, the observation car. 

Most important of all, however, is 
the fact that his plan would not insure 
the safety which he expects, for the tol- 


lewing reasons: If, at the moment of 


impact in a rear-end collision the cars 
refused to yield, they would have a 
tendency to “ climb.”’ 
the heavy underframe steel car 
would crash through the superstructure 
of its neighbor. ‘This is not 
it is a fact which lL am prepared to 
prove by citing wrecks in which this 
principle wag definitely demonstrated. 
Moreover, a friend connected with one 
of the biggest steel car companies in 
this country supplied me with informa- 
tion showing the utter futility of at- 
tempting to construct a collision-proof 
car. 

In conclusion, permit me to say that 
the speed of the following train at the 
moment of impact has a very important 
bearing on the result, whether the cars 
are of steel or of wood.

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WHITE SLAVE PLAYS 
AGAIN ON TRIAL 


““The Lure” Given for Grand 
Jurors and “The Fight” 
with Shady Act Omitted. 


NOT HURT IN THE CUTTING 


Jurymen Are to Determine Whether 
“The Lure”? Shall Go On—The 
Other Meets Tests Now. 


The much criticised plays, ‘‘The Lure’ 
at the Maxine Elliott Theatre, and ‘The 
Fight’? at the Hudson Theatre, both of 
which were voluntarily closed on Tues- 
day night, followinig the issuing of 
warrants for the managers by Chief 
Magistrate William McAdoo, were pro- 
duced again last night, one of them, 
“The Lure,’ for the Grand Jury for 
the September Term, and “‘The Fight” 
at regular box office prices. But it 
was a different ‘“Fight’’ from the one 
so roundly condemned by the police and 


others, in that the 7 had been ex- 
purgated of practically all of the parts 
that were objected to by Deputy Police 
Commissioner Newburger and various 
citizens. 

On the other hand, the show that was 
produced for the benefit of the Grand 
Jury at the Maxine Elliott was to the 
last line the identical ‘‘ Lure’’ which 
has caused such an outburst of protest. 
Twenty-two of the Grand Jurymen were 
present and witnessed the play from be- 
ginning to end. To-day or to-morrow 
they will consider the play in their offi- 
cial capacity as Grand Jurymen, and on 
their decision depends the fate of the 
play in so far as its New York run is 
concerned. 

Besides the Grand Jurors there were 
present at the Maxine Elliott Theatre 
Deputy Police Commissioner Newburger, 
Assistant District Attorneys Perkins 
and Bostwick, and official stenogra- 
phers representing District Attorney 
Whitman and Police Commissioner 
Waldo. 

Those of the Grand Jury present were 
Jeorge Crawford, foreman; H. A. Wal- 
ton, Charles L. Leonori, Aaron Naum- 
burg, George H. Burr, Frank P. Bug- 
bee, S. Oberfelder, C. Stacy Clark, 
Martin Brauer, George L. Duval, A. L.

None of the Grand Jurymen would dis- 
cuss the play, and the only comment 
overheard was when one of the mem- 
bers remarked to another, “some show,” 
with an emphasis on the ‘“‘some.”’ Deputy 
Commissioner Newburger said that the 
play was the same as witnessed by him- 
self and by Chief Magistrate McAdoo, 
who characterized {t as immoral and in- 
decent. Mr. Newburger said he did not 
see how the Grand Jury could fail to 
act after witnessing the much criticised 
second act, in which the so-called white 
slave traffic is dealt with in the plain- 
est terms. 

Samuel Untermyer, leading counsel for 
the Shuberts in the proceedings grow- 
ing out of the production of the play 
witnessed ‘he first and second acts of 
the play, but had no comment to make. 
Neither did Mr. Perkins nor Mr. Bost- 
wick, representing Mr. Whitman, have 
anything to say. They will make their 
report to District Attorney Whitman 
to-day, and the matter will probably be 
brought before the Grand Jury this 
afternoon or to-morrow. 

The new version of ‘‘ The Fight '’ elim- 
inated entirely the second of the four 
acts that made up the play as it was 
offered on the opening night. It was 
the scene of this act, a house of ill-re- 
pute, which aroused most of the opposi- 
tion to the play. All of the stage repre- 
sentation which had to do with the 
white slave question was omitted as it 
was presented last night in three acts. 

In the first act of the original pro- 
duction a fallen woman was imper- 
sonated to prove by her testimony to 
several influential members of the town 
in which ‘ Jane Adams’’ was making 
her fight for Mayor, that local condi- 
tions needed cleaning up. This char- 
acter was omitted in the new version, 
the woman candidate merely telling the 
men of the situation. 

What had a on the stage in 
the second act of the original play was 
told last night by Jane Adams. In the 
original version of the play she had 
retold these events only up to a certain 
point. Last night she simply continued 
from this point and told the full story. 
It added about six minutes to the act. 

The piece did not seem to suffer, as 
it was presented last night, by the omis- 
sion of the entire second act. In fact, 


| the play moved more swiftly and with 


more direct power. It had been pointed 
out on the opening night by some ob- 
servers that the old second act served 
to clog the action of the play. 

Inspector Sehmittberger was in the 
audience last night with a stenographer, 
who .ook notes on the dialogue.

To expurgate 
this play, to compel the producers to 
eliminate this act, seems a travesty on 
censorship, in view of the suggestive, 
alluring, and vice-producing productions 
which are presented without protest, 
night after night, upon the stage of 
New York.”

Carmody Says They Must Live Four 
Months in County.

ALBANY, Sept. 11.—The State Super- 
intendent of Elections sent this question 
to Attorney General Carmody: 


Is a person having other qualifications of 
a voter, but who will not have been a resi- 
dent within the territory included by 
Bronx County for four months preceding 
the general election of 1918, qualified to 
vote thereat? 


Mr. Carmody, in an opinion given to- 
day, refers to the opinion of Court of 
Appeals Judge Hiscock, upholding the 
constitutionality of the law creating 
Bronx County, and holds that voters in 
the Bronx will be required to show 
least four months’ residence in the 
county prior to Election Day to qualify 
them to vote.

‘voters for their approval was designed

GEORGE S. HART DEAD AT 76. 


Merchant and Once President of 
Second Avenue Railroad Co. 


George Spencer Hart, President of 
George S. Hart & Co., produce dealers, 
for fifty years a merchant in this city, 
died on Wednesday night at his home 
in Glen Ridge, N. J. He was 76 years 
old. In 1874 Mr. Hart obtained an im- 
portant interest in the Central Cross- 
town Railroad Company, being one of 
the original Directors and President 
from 1885 to 1897. He was also President 
of the Second Avenue Railroad Company 
from 1887 to 1896, and obtained control 
of the Christopher and Tenth Street 
Railroad Company, all three remaining 
under his management until consoli- 
dated with the Metropolitan Traction 
Company. 

Mr. Hart was also a Director of the 
National Park Bank, ranking third in 
point of seniority; a Director of the 
Mount Morris Bank, and of the Con- 
solidated National Bank, and a Trustee 
of the United States Savings Bank, a 
member of the New York Produce Ex- 
change, the New York Cotton Ex- 
change, and the Consolidated Stock 
Exchange. He was also a member of 
the Republican Club, of the Metropoli- 
tan Museum of Art, and of the New 
England Society. Mr. Hart is survived 
by his widow. 


GEORGE TINWORTH DEAD. 


Famous Artist In Terra Cotta Dies 
In London—His Productions. 


LONDON, Sept. 11.—George Tinworth, 
a celebrated artist in terra cotta, died 
here to-day. 


George Tinworth was born in London, 
Nov. 1848, the son of a poor wheel- 
wright. He entered the Lambeth 
School in 1861 and the Royal Academy 
in 1864, and three years later obtained 
an appointment in the Daulton Art Pot- 
tery. While in the Academy he won 
the second silver medal for antique 
design and the first silver medal for lite 
design. He also won medals in Vienna 
in 1873 and in America in 1876 and two 
years later received a medal and dec- 
oration at Paris for work in terra cotta 
and stone cutting. In the same year he 
was elected an officer of the French 
Academy. In 1904 he won the Grand 
Prize at the St. Louis Exposition. 

His best-known works were 28 terra 
cotta panels in Guards Chapel, York 
Minster, and Wells Cathedral. He was 
also the creator of the Manchester Park 
Group, the Spurgeon Memorial, at 
Stockwell: the Bradlaugh panels in 
Stoke-on-Trent; the Fawcett Memorial 
in Vauxhall Park, and a 20-foot panel 
in Alexandria Palace representing 
Christ’s Kingdom. Mr. Tinworth was 
the author of a number of books, includ- 
ing ‘‘ From Sunset to Sunset,’’ pub- 
lished in 1907. 


Theodore H. Waterman Made Near- 
ly $1,000,000 in One Day in 1909. 
Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, N. Y., Sept. 11.—Theodore 
H. Waterman, who had figured in every 
big grain deal in the last twelve years, 
died in the Albany Hospital to-day. 
His cleaning up of nearly $1,000,000 in 
one day’s transactions in cornering the 


wheat market in 1909 brought him into 
prominence. His father, Jeremiah 
Waterman, had been a successful grain 
commission merchant in Albany, and 
the son succeeded him, and branched 
out into the milling business as well. 
A few years ago he was rated to be a 
multi-millionaire. 

Mr. Waterman was born in Albany, 
Feb. 28, 1859, and was educated in the 
Albany Academy. He was a member 
of the Union League Club of Chicago, 
Chicago Board of Trade, Produce Ex- 
change of New York, and Chambers of 
Commerce of Boston, Buffalo, and 
Minneapolis.

SULLIVANS APPEAL 
TO BIG TIM'S FRIENDS 


Ask Any One Who Knows Where 
Bowery Leader Is to Com- 
municate with Attorney. 


SCOUT KIDNAPPING 


Larry Mulligan Says He Is Certain 
the “Big Fellow” Is Safe and 
Somewhere in the City or State. 


The mystery attending the disappear- 
ance of Congressman “ Big Tim” Sulli- 
van, who prior to his mental and phys- 
ical collapse several months ago Was, 
next to Charles F. Murphy, the most 
powerful personage in Tammany Hall, 
is deepening, and yesterday for the first 
time since the big Bowery leader es- 
caped from the home of his brother, 
Patrick, in East Chester, a personal ap- 
peal was made by the fami'y for in- 
formation as to his whereabouts. Larry 
Mulligan, ‘ Big Tim’s ” half-brother and 
most intimate friend, issued the appeal 
in the course of which he said that any 
friend or acquaintance who knows where 
Sullivan is would confer a favor upon 
the family by communicating with them 
or with Willlam B. Ellison, the attorney 
in charge of “ Big Tim’s”’ affairs. 

‘We have no doubt,” said Mulligan 
last night, ‘‘ that the fellow in 
good hands and that he is capable of 
caring for himself, wherever he may be, 
but as a matter of fairness, whatever his 
wishes, I think that we should be told. 
It is the only decent thing to do. 

‘‘For the benefit of those who may be 
on the lookout for Tim, I. . 
that they will be disappointed if they 
look for him as he appears in the pub- 
lished pictures. When he went away he 
wore a black Fedora hat, and a light 
suit of the pepper agd salt kind. He 
weighs about 190 pounds, and recently 
lost some teeth from both sides of his 
jaw. Aside from the fact that he is a 
bit stooped and lighter by about thirty 
sounds than he was before he became ill, 
1e in the same old Big Tim.”’ 

Mr. Mulligan said that up to yesterday 
he had entertained a slight fear that 
Tim might have managed to engage 
passage on some liner and sailed for 
France, where the Sullivan family has 
relatives. Yesterday, however, a cable 
message was received from the relatives 
there, in which it was stated that Big 
Tim was not there, and that not a word 
of any kind had been received from 
him. Cablegrams to rriends of Big Tim 
in Ireland brought answers of the same 
nature. 

Mulligan Scouts Suicide Theory. 


‘‘T am now convinced,’ said Mulli- 
gan, ‘‘ that we will eventually find Tim 
right here in this State, probably right 
in New York City. I have no idea 
where he is, but I cannot believe that 
he has met with any harm. The idea 
that he may have taken his life should 
not even be considered. I am certain 


that nothing of that kind has happened. 
Of course, I want to know where Tim 
is, and I am not going to stop hunting 
until I find him, but at the same time 
I believe he is all right wherever he may 
be.’’ 

A story that Larry Mulligan and other 
friends of Big Tim refused to take any 
stock in yesterday was to the effect 
that recently four men had plotted to 
get possession of the sick politician, 
their purpose being, so it was said, to 
get hold of certain property they 
thought they could dispose of once they 
had Big Tim in their control, This 
quartet, it was said, had succeeded in 
obtaining about $50,000 from Sullivan 
by securing his indorsement to notes 
and other papers, and had taken ad- 
vantage of his mental condition, making 
him believe that his family wanted to 
have him put in an insane asylum. 
It was said that the four men were 
supposed friends of the Bowery leader 
and that all of them were under obliga.- 
tions to him for numerous favors ren- 
dered financially and otherwise. 

“IT know nothing whatever about that 
story,” said Willlam B. Ellison, coun- 
sel for Big Tim yesterday, ‘ and do 
not take any stock in it. What good 
could it do anybody to kidnap him, for 
it Is certain that they could not touch 
one penny of his property. Neither do 
I know anything about another report 
that Big Tim tried to commit suicide 
by jumping into the sea from the Im- 
perator when he was on his way home 
from England several weeks ago.’’ 


Denies Harlem Report. 


Larry Mulligan also says that the re- 
port that Big Tim was in Harlem the 
early part of last week, and that friends 
had talked with him has been investi- 


gated and that he does not think there 
is a word of truth in the rumor. 

A report came from an up-State city 
yesterday that Big Tim was in seclu- 
sion near that place, and last night 
Mulligan sent a representative to look 
into the rumor, but he does not enter- 
tain any great hopes that Big Tim will 
be found there. Mulligan also made a 
tour of the Coney Island district 
Wednesday night, but was unable to 
find aynbody who had seen Big Tim 
lately. 

Despite the statements of relatives and 
friends that Big Tim is safe wherever 
he may be, there is reason to believe 
that even the most optimistic of them 
are becoming a little apprehensive for 
his safety. So far no request for a 
gencral alarm has been made to the 
police, and none probably will be made 
for a day or two at the most. Then, 
if no word is received as to the where- 
abouts of Big Tim, it is believed that 
the police will be asked to join in the 
country-wide search that relatives have 
been conducting in the hope of finding 
some trace of the missing politician. —

Part of Wednesday’s Rise. 


The wave of enthusiasm over the pros- 
pect of an immediate distribution of a 
large part of the big sum of money now 
in the treasury of the Union Pacific as 
2 result of its forced sale of $88,000,000 
of Southern Pacifie stock, on which 
traders ran prices up so easily Wednes- 
day, had largely spent its force yester- 
day before the result of the regular 
monthly meeting of the Union Pacific 
board became known. That the Direc- 
tors took no action on the rumored 
extra dividend should not have occa- 
sioned any surprise; the market took it 
as a disappointment and quickly marked 
ae a point in the price of Union. It 
nas been a long time since Wall Street 
remained bullish on its securities for 
two or three days in succession. 
The sudden chill suffered by the Union 
Pacific melon story extended to most 
other stocks on the list and reactions 
were numerous, although a partial re- 
covery later in the day left about half 
the issues dealt in with a small net gain. 
Inasmuch as nothing more was known 
about any plans which some 
of the Harriman interests may cherish 
for the disposition of the Southern Pa- 
cific money than was known Wednes- 
day, the disappointment professed by 
some of the enthusiasts of the day be- 
fore did not sound genuine. It had been 
known for weeks that in all probability 
part of the Southern Pacific proceeds | 
would be distributed to stockholders. | 
But it was also feared that if such a!

;companied by a reduction in the com- 
pany’s regular dividend rate. A can- 
vass of such Directors as» were in town 
while Judge Lovett was coming into 
the harbor had shown clearly that there 
was no crystallized sentiment in favor 
of a large extra dividend. As is usually 
the case, however the enthusiasm of 
anticipation carried prices ahead too 
~apidly, 

After vain efforts co get the manage- 
ment of the Federal Sugar Company to 
conform to its rules, the Stock Exchange 

jappears to be nerving itself to the 
necessity of ousting the securities of 
| that company from the official list. In- 
| stances of refusal on the part of cor- 
porations to supply their shareholders 
with a reasonable amount of informa- 
tion about their earnings and assets 
are becoming happily rarer. The de- 
cision as to whether or not the Federal 
Company shall issue a complete an- 
nual report seems to rest with the 
stockholders, who can compel the man- 
agement to give them the information 
properly belonging to them if they offer 
proper objections at the forthcoming 
annual meeting. 

Outside of the uncertainty over the 
Union Pacific dividend, there was little 
news on the surface of yesterday’s mar- 
ket and transactions were on a smaller 
scale than for the day previous, with 
price changes in most cases of no 
significance.

ae the export business of ‘a 
United States Steel Corporation has en- 
larged in the year to the satisfaction 
of its officers and Directors, it may be

Fairly 
well established rumors went the 
rounds, however, that the steamship 
company which carries most of the cor- 
poration’s cgnsignments to Cuba and 
parts of Cenfral and South America was 
preparing to increase its facilities by 
chartering extra ships. Heavy tonnage 
in the way of rails and bridge matertal 
for Brazilian railroads is due for de- 
livery in the next few months, re- 
quiring more hold room than in periods 
of normal steel exports to this country.

Siesta on Fertilizer Shares. 


The Street spent some time yesterday 
speculating over the strength of the so- 
called fertilizer shares. Virginia-Caro- 
lina Chemical and American Agricultu- 
ral Chernical common continued their 
vigorous upturn of Wednesday by add- 
ing nearly 2 points net gain each to 
their previous advantage. There seldom 
is a large amount of these stocks afloat, 
so that sharp advances on comparative- 
ly few sales are not uncommon, and 
for this reason followers of the mar- 
ket have difficulty in deciding to their 
own satisfaction whether forward 
movements indicate short covering or 
real buying. Recent statements from 
quarters prominent in the fertilizer 
trade that the business had been placed 
on a more stable basis in the last year 
than ever before was followed by a 
slight advance of the shares at the time. 
Whether or not the better feeling en- 
gendered toward these issues by en- 
couraging prophecies for the future 
was still in force was a question which 
bothered many traders yesterday. They 
could not forget that the great decline 
of the fertilizer issues in the first half 
of the year was extremely likely to 
build up a tenacious short interest.

Profitable Control. 


Even with the lower price received for 
its Southern Pacific stock because of 
the necessity of selling almost the en- 
tire. amount at once, in an unfavorable 
market, the Union Pacific profited ma- 
terially by its investment of $126,650,000. 
The Baltimore & Ohio shares re- 
ceived in exchange for the $38,000,000 
of Southern Pacific stock are considered 
worth about $40,000,000, or $11,500,000 
more than they cost the Union Pacific, 
while the average price obtained for 
the balance was about $10 a share 
more than Harriman paid, making a 
total profit of $20,000,000 in the pur- 
chase and sale of the controlling in- 
terest. Even if the stock had been sold 
at cost, it is probable that the Union 
Pacific would consider the venture 
profitable from a traffic viewpoint.

Arbitrating Under the New Law. 
Seth Low, in opening yesterday the 
arbitration proceedings in the dispute 
between the forty-two principal Mast- 
ern railroads and their 100,000 conduc- 
tors and trainmen, spoke of the fact 
that the four members of the board 
representing the two sides had been 
able to agree unanimously on himself 
and Dr. John H. Finley as the neutral 
members aS a happy indication of the 
outcome. The present arbitration com- 
pletes the circle of the different 
branches of the railroad service in the 
East, and on each occasion the Arbi- 
tration Board has been differentiy con- 
stituted. The engineers were the first 
to present demands for more pay and 
shorter hourg to the astern rallroads 


as a body, and although the Krdman 
law was then in effect, and it was 
through its operation that the Govern- 
ment officials succeeded in bringing 
about the agreement to arbitrate, the 
board was not appointed under its 


provisions. ‘{here was instead @ volun- 


ary agreement to submit the matter to 
a board of seven, two of whom should 
represent the disputants and select the 
other five. They were unable to make 
any selections, and the five were finally 
named by the Commissioner ot Labor 
and the Chief Justice of the Commerce 
Court, the method that had been agreed 
on in such a contingency.

Opinions Differ on Paper Market, 


The opinions of commercial paper 
brokers on the state of the market yes- 
terday were by no means unanimous, 
even in regard to discount rates. Their 
divergent views apparently reflected 
an unsettled condition of mind among 
clients owing to the hardening of money 
rates lately, and, in part, to the ad- 
verse showing of the Government re- 
port on tlfe corn crop. One broker 
whose large clientele keeps in touch 
with business in all parts of the country, 
said that borrowers, he believed, had 
decided to hold off for a time, trusting 


that money would become more plenti- 


ful and cheaper after the seasonal de- 
mands of the Fall had been answered. 
In consequence, the market had become 
rither bare this week of the best grade 
of mercantile bills. Discount rates 
quoted by this broker ranged from 5% 
to 6 per cent., with considerable De- 
cember paper going at 544 per cent., 
but nothing maturing in the new year 
at less than 5% per cent. The experi- 
ence of other brokers went to show 
that little business was being done, as 
far as they knew, under 6 per cent. 
for practically all maturities. They 
said plenty of paper was pressing for a 
market which could not be supplied 
readily, as the banks were not as ready 
as last week to invest surplus funds in 
commercial paper. The one item upon

The decrease in building operations 
during August, according to figures com- 
piled by Bradstreet’s, is the largest re- 
in any month since July, 1910, 
whose decrease from the same month of 
1909 very closely approximated the 24,5 
per cent. loss shown in August this year 
from last. 

Omitting this decrease, it is necessary 
to refer to the record of 1908 to find a 
larger decrease than that shown in the 
month just closed. In addition, how- 
ever, August a year ago showed a de- 
crease of 10.2 per cent. from the like

}month of 1911, so that the August loss 


may be said to be of a cumulative nar- 
ure, 

Reports from 128 cities of the United 
States show a total expenditure in Au- 
gust this year of $56,034,423, as against 
$64,233,572 in July and $74,288,049 in 
August, 1912. There is here shown a 
loss of 12.7 per cent. from July and of 
24,5 per cent. from August last year, 
which in turn decreased 10.5 per cent. 
from August, 1911. ’ 

In addition it might be noted that the 
August total is the smallest since Janu- 
ary this year, and that only forty-six 
cities show gains over August last year, 
while eighty-two show decreases. 

One-half of the decrease of $18,000,000

The Board of Education has approved the | 
recommendation of the Board of Superintend- | } 


ents relative to transferring to the list of 


text-books for day and 


Teaching Reading,"’ 
and has also adopted 
mendation that Fraedenburgh’s civics for the 
seventh and eighth years be transferred from 
the list of ‘‘ books for the use of teachers 
only ’’ to the list of ‘‘ books for the use of 
pupils,"" and recommending that various other 
titles be added to the list of text-books for 
day and evening elementary schools. 

The proposal to grant the loan of old books 
to St. Athanasius’s Parochial School, Tiffany 
Street and Southern Boulevard, the Bronx, 
and to the Mission Church Parochial School, 
526 Fifty-ninth Street, Brooklyn, has been 
approved by the Board of Education. 

Supt. Albert Shiels in his annual report to 
the Board of Education recommends suppers 
at cost for pupils in the evening schools and 
the deposit of a fee by pupils on registration. 
In sppport of the latter recommendation Supt. 
Shiels says that more than 8,000 pupils ap- 
pied for admission and never actually 
entered a classroom. This, he adds, does not 
happen in the case of cities that charge a 
smal] fee for admission.

TO TAKE IN LAKE SHORE 


No Plans at Present for Including 
Michigan Central—Limit to Fi- 
nancing as Separate Companies. 


Special to The New York Times, 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.4The New 
York Central is endeavoring to find a 
way to obtain about $355,000,000 for ad- 
ditions and improvements in order. to 
enable that railroad and the Lake 
Shore, which it controls, to provide nec- 
essary facilities in the next ten years. 
The Central cannot place any new. moft- 
gage on its properties without first hdav- 
ing secured the Lake Shore collateral 
bonds and the Michigan Central bonds 
py a mortgage lien, and for that reason 
it contempiates the consolidation of the 
New York Central and Lake Shore lines 
under the proposed $167,000,000 refund- 
ing and improvement mortgage bond is- 
sue, which is now being inv estigated 
by the: Interstate Commerce Commis- 


sion. 

That fs the reason behind the bond 18- 
sue, which has been temporarily held 
up by the New York Public Service 
Commission for the Second District, and 
which led to the passage of Senator 
Norris’s resolution requiring the ILnter- 
state Commerce Commission tor inves- 
tigate, as was made piain by the testi- 


mony of J. P. Morgan W hen he appeared 
before the Interstaie commerce Com- 
mission in Washington iast ‘iuesday and 
explained the proposed deal as a Direc- 
tor of both the New York Central and } 
the Lake Shore and as head ot J. VP. 
Mergan & Co., fiscal agent tor the New 
York Central system 

A transcript of the “Morgan testimony 
Was completed to-day. it was the first 
time that Mr. Morgan had appeared as 
@ witness betore any Jederal investigat- 
ing body. ‘ihe impression he created 
was tavorabie. 

Mr. Morgan was cross-examined by 
Aloert H. Morris, general counsel for 
the New York Central; Martin 8S. Decker 
of the New York Public Service Com- 
mission: Chairman Clark and Judge 
Clements of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, and J. Aspinwall Hodge of 
New York, for the Contidential Securi- 
ties Company. Mr. Hodge repre I 
a few dissenting stockhoiders. 

A. R. Mackley, special counsel for the | 
Interstate Commerce Commission, next 
cross-examined Mr. Morgan. He seemed | 
anxious to ascertain whether the Miach- | 
igan Central and other lines were to be! ¢ 
embri iced in the proposed merger.
